Eleven persons have filed for five 
Board of Trustees seats 
slated for the Nov. 6 ballot. 

The governing board will 
welcome at least three new faces to 
its body, with trustees James Fassett, 
M.D., James Schwefel and Granville 
Perkins opting not to seek re-election. 

Incumbents York Gin and Allen 
Caldeira have refiled for their current 
seats. Gin is unopposed in the race 
for the district 3 seat, which 
encompasses the Alisal area. 


Caldeira is being challenged’ by 
Phyllis Turner for the district 5 seat, 
which covers the Salinas City 
Elementary School District. 

In district 2, Susan James Carrasco 
and John Metzer ares ¥yMe"for the 
position currently held by Fassett. 
The district encompasses the 
Gonzales area. 

Filed for the district 4 seat which 
covers the North Monterey County 
and Castroville area are Gustavo De 
La Torre and Jeremy Estabrooks. The 
seat will be vacated by Perkins. 


Seeking election for the seat 
currently held by Schwefel are Daniel 
Collins; Eugene Whitford, Thomas 
Hubert and Lloyd Lowry, Jr. 
Schwefel’s district 6 seat coyers the 
Washington, Santa Rita, Spreckels, 
Graves and Lagunita School districts. 


Two ‘governing board members 
are not up for election this year. 
Retaining their seats on the board will 
be William Bryan and governing 
board president Craig Wiley. 
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Police probe student 
affiliated organization 


Salinas Police officers are 
conducting an investigation into the 
activities of an organization known as 
“Campus Cue.” 

Jeannie Nelson, president of the 
Associated Students of Hartnell 
College {ASHC) said commissioner of 
facilities Amy Leker was approached 
by a representative of “Campus Cue” 
with a contract offer. Free book cov- 
ers printed with the name “Hartnell 
College” were offered in the contract, 
at no obligation to the students. 


in return for providing the book 
covers, “Campus Cue” proposed to 
sell advertising to local merchants. 
The merchants would also have their 
names on the book covers, students 
would get free covers, and “Campus 
Cue” would get the profits from the 
advertising sales. 


“| realized that Campus Cue was a 
fairly new organization,” Miss Nelson 
says. “So | did further research by 


calling down to their main office in 
Hollywood.” 

Miss Nelson. then signed the 
contract and mailed it to Campus 
Cue, without authorization from the 
ASHC adviser, Dr. Vic Willits. Miss 
Nelson says she tried to contact Dr. 
Willits for his approval, but he was on 
vacation at the time. 


After several weeks, the college 
was notified that Campus Cue was 
believed to be using the college’s 
name to solicit illegal contributions. 
The Salinas Police Department was 
contacted and_ officers are 
investigating the allegation.

Hart registration rolls show increase 


Fall semester enrollment at 
Hartnell is up seven percent from last 
year’s total, according to statistics 
released by Lucy McKenzie, Hartnell 


_ registrar. 


As of Friday, Sept. 7, 3,350 students 
were enrolled in day classes and 
2,655 students were registered in 
evening classes. Total enrollment is 
6,005. 

Registration in day classes. has 
decreased 10.9 percent, but 
enrollment in evening classes has 


Student representative to the 
governing board Jim Canaday will 
hold two office hours per week.

jumped 24.2 percent. McKenzie said 
the lull in day class enrollment might 
be attributed to the economy; which 
could have made it necessary for 
students to work during the day and 
attend evening classes.

possible trade of college-owned land 
in the Boronda area. 

After rejecting a proposal to swap 
the 153 acres with the Oakdale 
Development Company, the board 
voted the authorization at a Sept. 18 
meeting. Trustee Granville Perkins 
called the proposal offered ‘‘not 
sweet enough yet.” 

The company owns land on either 
side of the Hartnell acreage, located 
near the Salinas Golf and Country 
Club. At previous meetings, the 
company proposed an outright sale or 
virtual acre-for-acre swap, but 
trustees nixed the proposals. 

At a Sept. 4 meeting, governing 
board member James Schwefel called 
board reaction to initial proposals by 
the company “either lukewarm or 
negative.” 


Also at the Sept. 4 governing board 
meeting, trustees approved: 

--the awarding of a contract to 
reroof the Animal Health Technology 
building to the Ross Roofing 
Company. The company submitted 
the lowest of three bids, at $13,685. 


--approved a college application 
for exemption from the California 50 
percent law. The law requires that 50 
percent of revenues at California 
colleges be spent on classroom 
instruction. Hartnell spent 
approximately 46.7 percent of 
revenue on. classroom instruction. 
The college is asking for an 
exemption of $219,006. 

--approved the addition of a 
certified position, Computer 
Assistant Instructor Coordinator, to 
the Data Processing program. 

--approved the 1979-80 Associated 
Students of Hartnell College budget. 
The budget calls for expenditures of 
$19,600. Revenue for the year is 
estimated at $13,200. 

--approved the sale of securities 
with a market value of $5,260 as of 
Aug. 21. The securities were owned 
in the American General Bond Fund. 
The bond had decreased $925 since 
March. Trustees agreed to liquidate 
other securities owned when 
economically feasible.

A $6 million dollar insurance claim against 
Hartnell college by a Cabrillo woman was denied 
Aug. 21by the governing board. 

The claim, which asked for $1 million dollars in 
general damages and $5 million dollars in special 
damages, was filed by a 20-year-old woman who 
said she was raped May 7 in Soquel by a former 
inmate of the Soledad Correctional Institution. She 
said she met the- former inmate through the 
Hartnell College Soledad prison program. 

The woman also lodged a $6 million dollar claim 
against Cabrillo College, because she said she was 
introduced to the former inmate by an instructor 
who taught at Cabrillo and the Soledad extension 
of Hartnell. Y 

The former inmate stood trial in Santa Cruz 
County on charges of rape and attempted sodomy. 
He was acquitted of the charges in early 
September. An appeal is planned.

Approximately 80 percent of the budget will be 
provided by the state government. The budget is 
approximately $195,000 over the 1978-79 budget. 

State Proposition 13 bailout bill. funds. will 
contribute heavily to the school’s funding. The 
college received 70 percent of its funds last year 
from the bailout monies. 


Former Hartnell Dean of Instruction Art 
Rasmuson resigned over the summer, effective 
Aug. 13. 

Rasmuson was placed on a 14-month paid 
administrative leave after he was asked to resign by 
Hartnell College superintendent-president Dr. Gibb

The 
report said a Public Employment 
Relations Board (PERB) ruling in 
January that department

Since the release of the report, 
epartment chairpersons have been 
feliminated in favor of six associate 
deans, who are part of the 
management bargaining unit. 

The report also said the passage of 
Proposition 13 had a negative effect 
on college revenues. The evaluation 
team attributed more staff anxieties 
to administrative and board decisions 
because of Prop. 13 that have 
affected programs. 

“MK series of turnovers in key 
administrative positions in the office 
of instruction’” have also had an 
unsettling effect on the college staff, 
according to the report. 

A major concern with the 
evaluation team was the lack of ‘an 
organized institutional research 
program,” which would “restore 
some logic to the dialogue that takes 
place and provide some significant 
results to assist in decision 
making.” The team said the absence 
of such a program is producing an 
“irrational atmosphere that is 
generating many anxieties that might 
not exist otherwise.” 

The team, in its report, urged the
